1, With reference to your request for a dry-run of a proposed | 
Top Secret CIA Weekly Summary, attached is a copy of the Secret Weekly 
Summary of ly April 1950 along with four items which could have been 
included if the Weekly had been Top Secret. 


2- It should be emphasized that the Top Secret items were of 
such a nature as to preclude mentioning them in a Secret publication. 
Although not of overriding significance in terms of US security, these 
items nevertheless would have contributed substantially to an under- 
standing of important developments in key areas of the world. 


3. Raising the classification of the Weekly Swmary to Top Secret 
would not automatically insure the inclusion of Top Secret material in 
each issue. Selection of items for the Weekly is based on their sig- 
nificance to the US security and their usefulness to high-level policy 
makers in the Government. Top Secret material does not always meet 
these criteria. Top Secret reports not only vary greatly in quantity 
and quality from week to week but often deal with operational or pro- 
cedural matters outside the scope of an intelligence publication. 


. Nevertheless, a Top Secret Weekly Summary would fill an in- 
portant gap in CIA's intelligence production schedule by providing a 
regular medium which could freely and forthrightly evaluate significant 
trends in the light of all available knowledge. In the event of an 
acute international crisis it is conceivable that a Secret Weekly could 
not treat any of the week's significant developments but would have to 
confine itself to peripheral matters of less concern to high-level poli- 
cy makers, Past situations which the Secret Weekly could not discuss 
adequately because certain aspects were Top Secret information include 
the Berlin blockade, the various Council of Foreign hiinisters' confer- 
ences, the Palestine problem, the Austrian Treaty dispute, and the 
Kashmir problem. In addition, OSI has stated that it could also con- 
tribute evaluations of significant scientific developments if the 
Weekly were made Top Secret,
